Conkling and Mr. Blaine, ’ will to-morrow 
publish such a response as Blaine desires 
to make to the recently-published private 
letter of Roscoe Conkling to his friend in 
New York State. Biairie was asked by a 
Kennebec Journal reporter if he had any 
reply to make, and this was his response : 
Nothing could induce me to enter into 
a controversy over CoDkling’s grave. Dry­ 
ing our joint service in Congress. son*e 
sixteen years in all, we had some exasper­ 
ating controversies, but I never spoke or 
wrote a word concerning him except pub­ 
licly, and now that he is dead my lips arc- 
eealed against every form of criticism or 
unkind expression, no matier what may be 
the injustice of anv of his surviving 
friends." 
Blaine said it was a great surprise to him 
that such a letter should have been written 
by Conkling. The dare shows the letter 
was written just six days after the close of 
an exasperating personal debate with Conk­ 
ling, and if Conkling had intended to say 
anything of the kind be would have been 
apt to say it then, and not immediately 
afterward in a private letter, which wasnot 
given to the public for twenty-two years. 
The whole affair was not in accordance with 
Conkling’s habitual course in debate. 
Blaine was asked if he had anything to 
say about the charge that he had made 
money out of the recruiting fund in the 
war, and he replied that it might, with 
equal truth, be charged that he had made 
money by robbing the mails or by piracy 
on the high seas. The recruiting scandal 
of Maine in the last year of the war had 
been investigated by two committees and 
one public Commission, whose efforts 
Blaine said he aided, and there was, he 
says, “ no word of evidence, nor even a sug­ 
gestion or hint, in any one of the three re­ 
ports, that he had any more connection 
with the matter than had Conkling, or his 
unwise friend who publishes this letter and 
attributes it to the dead statesman.”

Scarcely any less horrid 
announcement could thoroughly arouse us from 
our petty preoccupations. I/Css’than a year ago 
Dearly 4,000,000 hum an beings perished in the 
Yeilow river floods, mid the m atter was forgot­ 
ten in a fortnight. To-morrow, it may he, we 
shall learn that not only our personal existence, 
©u-national existence, but the very conditions 
o f our lives are aoout to be swept away. 
Great goodness, think of that! And after 
Proctor had declared, as he did in his 
lecture in tiiis city, and as cometary re­ 
search 
has almost 
established as cer­ 
tainty that the nucleus and the couia as 
well as the tails of comets are gaseous in 
character.

T h e Kepublican County Committee of

But this assurance proceeds 
from the fact the committee's declara­ 
tion discloses, that heretofore the pri­ 
maries, not by any means infrequently, 
have been farcical, dishonest and unrepre­ 
sentative, and that they would he to-mor­ 
row hut for the determination of the com­ 
mittee to have fair play. 
The enormous 
volume of the absent vote when primaries 
have been called is due to nothing else 
than the outrageous fraud that has made 
them so shamefully notorious in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is to be hoped that political 
jiartv management, not only in San Fran­ 
cisco, hut everywhere in the State, will 
find that it is essentia! to success and to 
support by their party men, that honest 
primaries shall be the onlv kind held.

In other words, as was done in 
Sacramento recently in relation to gaming 
the creatures of the law assumed the power 
to suspend it, and to protect by 
their 
silence and 
inaction 
those who 
were 
outraging the law itself. Such exhibitions of 
the lightness with which the sense of duty 
sits upon some shoulders is not encouraging 
for the progress of communities into better 
atmospheres of civilization. 
Bull-fighting 
is a barbarous, 
brutalizing 
and cruel 
pastime. 
The very earliest of our Legis­ 
latures forbade it, and none since have 
even thought of modifying the law or re­ 
laxing its prohibitive character. 
But the 
officers of the southern country have proved 
how contemptuous they are of Legislatures 
and the laws thev make.

Iu all fairness and cundor, X ask yon, Can 
there be but one result, if the theory of 
free trade is carried out, and that ia the re­ 
duction of wages? Our markets in the 
present age of steam are only ten days’ 
distance in time from 
the* European 
markets. 
Freights are so low that in ail 
manufactured gooda this item can hardiy 
be taken into account in the cast of mer­ 
chandise. 
A difference of five percent, in 
cost of manufacturing iu this couulry over 
the cost in Europe sends the orders by 
cable to any European market that is lower 
iu price than our own ; consequently, the 
ottiv protection labor has in this country 
ove.- the labor ir. any European country is 
tbi- action of a j.rotecive tariff? 
Then 
coiu-s the question. Does the 
average 
wage earner in this country receive higher 


wrges and tetter net results than the wage- 
earners dots in Europe? That is. can you 
itve better? can you gain a home easier? 
can you educate your children better? can 
you lay by a surplus in case ot biekness or 
o il age easier in this country than they can 
iu the most crowded portions ot Europe? 
There can be but one answer to this 
question, and that is Yes. 
W e see it every­ 
where ; we see it in the healthier condition 
of qur wage-earuers; we see it in the way 
their wives and children are dressed; we 
see it in their homes (of which they very 
often 
own 
the title 
deeds); 
we see 
it in the deposits in the savings banks 
(which 
are wholly 
the 
net 
results 
to wage-earners). 
In the United Suites 
tiere is due 3,418,013 depositors $1,235,247,­ 
371, an average of $361 30 to each depos­ 
itor. 
We see it in the fact that those who 
are able to get away from labor oppressed 
Europe are 
emigrating to this country. 
All these are hard facts that the free trader 
cannot get away from. 
Free trade is a very 
pretty theory, but it is mainly professional 
men who advocate it, and it is gratifying 
to some to preach “ that all the world ure 
brothers,” and that consequently we should 
uot protect the labor of our own neighbors, 
qur own citizens, who build our villages 
into towns, our towns into cities ; who con­ 
sume our own raw products. 
Free trade 
may be charity to foreign operatives, but I 
for one believe that charity begins at home 
first: that my own country is entitled to 
my first regard; that the interest of the 
wage-earner of this country in my interest; 
that his success is my success. 
I also believe that what European man­ 
ufacturers want us to do is not for our in­ 
terest todo. 
When every European paper 
hailel President Ulevelaud’s message with 
delight, as tendiug toward free trade, it 
convinced me that it was not the best in­ 
terest of this country that he should be 
re-elected. 
When the London Times thinks the best 
use they can make of Irishmen is to help 
them to emigrate to this country and join 
the Democratic party, aud thus help break 
down our protective tariff, that makes me 
tbink that our tariff is a great benefit to 
tiiis country, and, of course. I rauge myoelf 
on the side of a prot.ee! ive tariff. The 
“ Miiis tariff bill ” that is indorsed by the 
St. Louis Democratic 
Convention 
and 
President Cleveland, keeps about eighty 
per cent, duty on sugar (about ISO,000,000 
to collect annually), about 100 per cent on 
rice, the very articles that you pay a large 
percentage of, and reduces the duty on 
articles where your wages euter largely 
into the cost of production. 
I cannot 
think that the Mills bill is tor the best 
interest of our wage earners, and conse­ 
quently I oppose it and the President who 
favors if, although I voted for him in 1884. 
The United States is the largest consum­ 
ing natiou per capita of any on the giobe, 
and the reason ot it is that our wage- 
earners ere better paid than any other, and 
it ¡3 clear to njy miud that the operation of 
a protectivetariff ia the reason of it. 
If we 
should reduce the tariff on articles into 
which lab .r enters largely in the cost, the 
drees of steam and electricity, which have 
so reduced the time aud cost ot importing 
goods into this country, would without any 
doubt, bring the cheap labor of Europe 
in direct and immediate competition with 
qur own labor. England has the c .n y - 
itig trade on the ocean in her own hands; 
I do not want to have them convey our 
raw producís to Europe in their vessels at 
the expense of oar producers, and there 
cinvert them into a manufactured product 
with her ¡.heap labor and return them to 
us, when h will surely have ¡he effect of 
reducing the price of labor that produces 
the same articles in the United States. 
All 
these are potent reasons to my mind why 
we should oppose the re-election of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland in 1888 
I append a letter 
written by a Democratic merchant of this 
city that is very suggestive on this subject. 
To my friends aud rt-adera I wil! say I 
have "no axes to grind,” am no politician, 
want no office; am an American, selfish 
enough to wish for my own country’s best 
interests, “ first, last ami all the time,” in 
prelerence to that of any other, aDd there­ 
fore am in favor of a protective tariff.

HOW IT WORKS IN ENoLAND. 
N ew Y ork, June 13, 1888. 
To the Editor of the Hail and Exjrress : 
I 
lave voted the Democratic ticket since

The once flourishing lace industry of 
Nottingham is killed, and thousands of 
operatives are on the verge of starvation 
because the English free-traders permit the 
cheap fabric? of -Saxony to come into 
England free of duty. The good Britisher 
boao s that the workingman i:; his country 
has cheap sugar, beef, clothing, etc.; but, 
tell me. what bent fit has the workingman 
when he cannut earn money enough to 
buy these cheap necessaries of life? The 
very fact of such cheap foreign articles in 
England kills her home industries aud 
cripples her farming interests.

labor supplies England with almost every 
article you can imagine, and her home in­ 
dustries are Hie sufferers. 
In order to avoid such a state of affairs in 
this country, I am determined to vote 
against the principles that Mr. Cleveland is 
trying to inaugurate in this country.

think it means free trade four years hence, 
and free trade m eans: 
First—Competing against the cheap labor 
of Europe. 
Second—Reduction of wages in every 
branch of trade.

The monthly circular of the State Board 
of Health was somewhat delayed 
this 
moDtb, owing to the absence, on official 
business, of the Secretary, Dr. Gerrard G. 
Tyrrell. The report shows that the death 
rate in this State during the month of 
August was lower than in any. It con­ 
tains much valuable information and is 
worthy of a careful perusal. 


TH E MORTALITY. 
Mortality reports received from fifty-one 
cities and towns, with an estimated popula­ 
tion of 722,600, give the number of deaths 
as 908. which is a monthly percentage per 
thousand ol 1.25, or an annual death rate 
of .15 per thousand, which is the lowest 
percentage we have had during the year, 
and indicates an absence ol any serious 
epidemic disease. 
Consumption caused 138 deaths, over 
one-sixth of the total mortality. 
Pneumonia was fatal in forty-three in­ 
stances—thiity-two of them iu 'San Fran­ 
cisco, four iu Oakland, and one each in 
Stockton, Santa Rosa, Santa Clara, San 
Bernardino, Nevada City, Marysville and 
Dixon. 
Bronchitis caused fourteen deaths, thir­ 
teen of which occurred in San Francisco, 
ami one in Trinity county. 
Congestion of the lungs was fatal in nine 
instances—one in Sacramento, one in San 
Diego, and seven in San Francisco. 
From 
these statistics we infer that outside of San 
Francisco acute pulmonary disease was al­ 
most absent from the State daring the 
month. 
Whooping-cough is credited with four 
deaths, three of which occurred in San 
Francisco and one in San Bernardino. 
Diphtheria still continues a large factor 
in our mortality list, no less than thirty- 
t.ne deaths beiug caused by it during the 
month. If we add to this ten from croup, 
we have a totality of forty-one from these 
allied diseases 
San 
Francisco reports 
nineteen, Oakland seven, Los Angeles five, 
Sisson three, and one each in Watsonville, 
Stockton, Selma, Sauta Cruz, San Jose, San 
Bernardino and Cloverdale. 
Scarlet fever caused two deaths—one in 
Sacramento and one in Lemoore. 
Measles had no mortality during the 
month. 
Small pox caused no deaths. 
Typhoid fever was fatal in twenty-seven 
instructs, which is a decrease from last re­ 
port. 
T; pho-malaria fever was fatal in six in­ 
stances. 
Remittent lever is credited with eighteen 
deaths, which is an unusual mortality from 
this disease. 
Cerebro-spinal fever caused six deaths. 
Cancer was fatal in twenty four instances, 
which is a decreas** - f nearly one-half from 
ast repot t. 
Cholera infantum was the cause of thirty 
deaths, which is a marked decrease from 
July, when the deaths from this cause were 
sixty. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery were fatal in 
thirtr en instances, which is also a decrease 
from the last report. 
Heart disease caused sixtv-two deaths. 
E-ysipelas was fatal in four cases. 
Alcoholism increased its mortality from 
six in July to twelve in August.

PREV AILING DISEASES. 
R- ports received from seventy-five local­ 
ities continue to indicate a very limited 
amount of sickness throughout the State, 
aud although during some days within the 
month the temperature tanged as high as 
111° iu some parts of the ¡átate, not a single 
case of sunstroke or thermic fever was re­ 
ported to this office, or, as far as known, oc­ 
curred within its borders. 
Cholera was noticed with some frequency 
in Lemoore, Dixon. Sacramento, Mariposa, 
Cedar ville, Fort Bidwell, Sierra City, Po­ 
mona, Salinas. San Dipgo, Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Oakland and San Francisco, 
Diarrhrea aud dysentery was observed in 
Millville, Lemoore, Anaheim, San Diego, 
Monterey, Jolou, Castroville, San Bernar­ 
dino, Downey, Tulare, Fresno, Cloverdale, 
Knights Ferry, iotton wood, Lincoln, Biggs, 
Weavervilie, Anderson, Etna Mills, Sisson, 
Truckee, Alturas, Sierra City, Vallejo and 
San Francisco. 
Measeis were noticed in Castroville and 
Cloverdale. 
Scai Ft fever was present ¡n Sacramento, 
Lemoore, Liggs, Stssou, Oakland and San 
Francisco. The type is singularly mild and 
attended by 
very limited mortality. 
Diphthciia still occupies a considerable 
part of the. State, and adds a large item to 
ourdttv.il rate dming August. It was noted 
in reporta from San Francisco, Oakland, 
San Bernardino, Los Angeh s, Sauta Cruz, 
Selma, Watsonville, Sr Helena, Anderson, 
Sisson, Colfax. Etna Mills, Sonora, Gridley 
and Fresno. 
Whooping cough was present in Ander­ 
son, Célico, E'ainore, Livermore, San Ber­ 
nardino and San Francisco 
E'-ysipeiss, in sporadic form, was ob 
served in Millville. Downey, Biergs, Colfax, 
Sierra Ciiy, Fresno, Brownsville, Oakland 
and San Francisco 
Typhoid and

mentioned as present in Elk Grove, Sacra­ 
mento. Lemoore, Hopland. Igo, Anderson, 
Knights Ferry, Cloverdale. Colton, San 
Diego, San Bernardino. Los Angeles, Pasa­ 
dena, Pomona, Hills Ferry, Truckee, Fort 
Bidwell, .Etna Mills, Tulare, Salinas, Oak­ 
land and San Francisco.

Bronchitis ba-t almost disappeared from 
our r ick reports, although a case or two was 
noticed in Bodic. Weavervilie, Mariposa, 
Frtono and San Bernardino. 
It was more 
frequent in San Francisco thau anywhere, 
but there the disease was limited, as a rule, 
to the advanced in lite. 
Parotiditis or mumps was quite epidemic 
in Castroville. 
Small-pox has, we regret to say, reap­ 
peared in San Francisco, Oakland and Red­ 
ding. 
In San Francisco, August 23d, it was 
introduced by a man trading on the San 
Joaquin river; in a few days several cases 
developed, and by the 30tb of the month 
fourteen cases were in the hospital. Two 
cases were detected in Oakland, but were 
immediately quarantined. One case was 
also detected iu Redding, and placed in the 
smail-pox hospital. Owing to the exceed­ 
ing mildness in the character of the dis­ 
ease which developed during the past 
winter, proper precautions were not taken 
in those parts of the State, outside the 
large cities, to properly destroy clothing, 
disinfect or fumigate the premises, or 
render it improbable or impossible lor the 
disease germs to exist in or about those 
attacked by the disease, many of the cases 
never going to bed, and others as equally 
careless of the health of their neighbors. 
As a result, we may look for an outbreak 
of the disease when the winter season ap­ 
proaches and those diseased garments are 
again brought into use. What was mild in 
its form last winter may be most virulent 
in 
its course this winter. The wisest 
course to pursue, then, is to get vaccinated 
early, and 
thus anticipate 
disease by 
timely preventive measures.

Johnson, of Sacramento, delivered a mag­ 
nificent speech last evening at the opera- 
house to a packed house in answer to 
Colonel Irish. W e produce in supplem ent 
form a shorthand report of the speech, 
which was substantially the sam e he de­ 
livered in Sacramento." The Mail did good 
campaign work in issuing and distributing 
a large edition of the speech referred to. 


Ia 1865 or 1866 the Rising Sun mine was dis­ 
covered aud located in Section 3t¡, aud patent 
was obtained lor the same in 1»70 « ithout pro­ 
test irom the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
.Said Rising Sun mine was operated until 1882, 
and gold of the value of 8-7 00,000 was extracted 
therefrom. In 1HS2, said mine having ceased to 
be profitable, work thereon was discontinued 
and fins not been resumed. 
The Milford mining claim, now known as the 
Big Tree mine, wa3 originally located in 1866, 
suosequently bought by the Rising Sun Com­ 
pany, and work wus done on the location by the 
Rising Sun Company up to 18»-. The telge w.w 
considered a parallel ledge to that of the Kisirg 
Sun. The quartz formation and country rock 
are the same iu both mines. Said Miltord claim 
was relocated by Werry aud Nichols as the Big 
Oak Tree in 188;:, and has been actively aud 
continuously worked since then. About EtO.liCO 
had been taken out of the mine prior to the de­ 
struction of the hoisting works by fire in 
August, 1887, and reeeut extensive improve­ 
ments have been erteted thereon. 
Lying around and adjoining the Rising Sun 
m ineare four mining claims to-w it: the Big 
Oak Tree, Little Pine Tree, Werry and Golden 
Eagle, ia each of which quartz, in place bearing 
gold, has been discovered of sufficient promise 
to justny the development ot the same. These 
lour locations iie within lots 1,2, 3, 4 and 5 of 
the southeast quarter of section 33 aforesaid, 
and embraee a part thereof. The testimony 
does not snow that any of those lots are mineral 
in character, except within the limits of said 
lour mining claims. 
'ine only land claimed to be non-mineral in 
character by reason of tire exhaustion of the 
mineral and abandonment, isa portion of the 
southeast quarter of section 33 lying between 
the Rising Sun mine and Bear river. The testi­ 
mony shows that there was some surface m in­ 
ing in a ravine running down the Rising Sun 
mine to Bear river, and also in the bed of said 
river, between the years 1857 and 1862. both of 
which were abandoned in 1-62, aud have not 
been worked since. 
H is conclusions of law are as follow s : 
That the lands embraced in the mining claims 
known as the "B ig Oak Tree,” “ Little Pine 
'iree," “ Wherry” ana "Gold ti Eagle,” are all 
mineral lands. 
That all of lots of said section which are not 
embraced in the said mining claims, and the 
pretended ground of the Rising Sun mine, are 
agricultural in character. 
That a survey should be ordered to segregate 
the mineral land embraced in said milling 
claims from agricultural land, of which the 
remainder of said lots is comprised. 
THE r e g ister’s OPINION. 
Mr. H etzei’s finding of lacls is as follows: 
That the Central Pacific Railroad Company of 
California actually constructed and had' iu 
operation as early as September, 1865, their rail­ 
road through the land, and no change in the 
route has been made since that date. 
That by official survey, approved bv the Sur­ 
veyor-General of the I'nited States for the Dis­ 
trict of California December 26,1865, the whole 
of section 83 of said township, became identi­ 
fied as an odd numbered section, within five 
miles of said road, as actually located and cou- 
stucted. 
The whole of said section 33 was. after the 
said location and construction of said railroad, 
duly returued by the Surveyor-General as agri­ 
cultural land, and no part of it was returned or 
denominated as mineral land. 
That at the time ot said return of said land by 
the Surveyor-General aud the construction of 
said road there were no mines in operation upon 
said lands, nor upon anv pait of said section 33 
nor was any part of said section :« known to be 
valuable for mineral laud. 
That the railroad company’s rights to the 
land in question acquired precision on the 26th 
day of December, 1865, and vested as of date 
July 1, 1862. 
That the first discovery of mineral on said 
section was in March, 1866, when the tract 
known as Mineral Lot 37 was located by one 
X’etT, as the Rising Sun Quartz Claim; that the 
same subsequently went to patent from the Gov­ 
ernment, and that it was subsequently by its 
owners deemed exhausted aud has not been 
worked since 1882. 
That after the location of the Rising Sun mine 
aud about April, 1866, another mining claim 
was located upon lot 3 of the southeast quarter 
of said section 33, being a part of the land in 
controversy, and was called the Milford claim, 
but it was not operated as a mine, nor was it 
proved to be valuable for m ineralpurposesuntil 
after its relocation iu 1883, under the name of 
the Big Oak Tice mine, by the assignors of the 
present mineral contestant. 
That said Big Oak Tree claim now contains a 
known mine, and is of more value for mineral 
than agricultural purposes; that it was not 
proved to have any value lor mineral uses until 
subsequent to 13S3. 
That all the other mining locations on the 
southeast quarter of said section 33 consists of 
quartz claims surrounding the Rising Sun mine, 
none of which have been worked as mines, or 
proved to contain mineral in quantities snfli- 
cient to pav the expenses of extraction, and 
that all of them have been located since the re­ 
location of the Big Oak Tree mine, iu 1883. 
That there are no placer or gravel claims upon 
any of the tracts in question. 
That the laud iu all ol the said tracts is agri 
cultural land, adapted for fruit trees and vines. 
H is conclusions of law are as follow s: 
That the title of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, under the Act of Congress, became 
vested as toall the lauds in the southeast quar­ 
ter of section 33, as of date, July 1, 1862. 
That at the time said title vested none of the 
lands in the section were w ithin any exceptions 
from the grant by reason of any status as m in­ 
ing lands. 
That the subsequent discovery of minerals in 
paying quantities on that part of lot 3 ot said 
southeast quarter occupied by the Big Oak Tree 
mine does not ailect the right ot said railroad 
company or its grantees. 
That the Central Pacific Railroad Company is 
entitled to patent for all the tracts the subject 
of this hearing.

Tbe flood came down in irresistible tor­ 
rents, sweeping everything before it, and 
bringing down rocks and trunks of trees. 
The stream came rushing through the 
street San Juan de Dios in a wave twelve 
feet high. Shops were deluged and their 
contents destroyed, and houses swept away 
and their occupants drowned or bruised to 
death. 
Fifty-seven 
bodies 
have been 
buried of persons killed. 
The sum of $300,000 was voted by Con­ 
gress to relieve the sufferers, and new hos­ 
pital wards opened to shelter the houseless. 
A tailor named Torres lost hi3 house and 
shop and tbeir contents, aud his wife and 
four children. The streets for days after­ 
ward were impassable. No street cars can 
run. 
The tire companies, police, seamen from 
ships of war, custom-house porters and 
soldiers are laboring to remove the saud 
and debris from the streets. The loss of 
property will probably reach $1,000,000.
